Because of the grent number of 
elglble men, the cholee of these to 
be Incorporated tn cach contingent 
is ensy, Actually young men ure 
selected who huve recelved a poll- 
tical education In varlous organisa- 
ions set-up for this purpose among 


the workers. Other young imnen, 
particularly =o pensants, enter the 
territorial units, 

Active service Jasts five years, 


divided ‘according to military re~ 
quirements and according to the 
number of men needed in the ac— 
tive units or the territorials. 

Territorial! units require only 
active centres and are completed 
on mobilisation by the reservists, 
but active units form complete ef- 
fectlves able to be mobilised at 
once, Men serve from two years in 
the infantry, cavalry, engineers and 
artillery, to three yours in the air 
Sorce and navy. 


Military Training 


They are then given leave to come 
plete their five years of effective 
service, during whieh they can be 
recalled fur a two-month period of 
instruction, In territorial units, men 
called wp undergo inatruction for 
two months fn the first year, and Jor 
the next four years are required

- Mcchanisation 


The other part of the modernisa- 
tion programme comprises the cren- 
tion of motor-mechanised units 
which appear to include the follow- 
ing: 

Three motor-mechanised — corps 
and two mechanised brigades with 
two motorised brigades. . 

Twenty-three autonomous — bri- 
gades formed of mechanised units 
and tanks, with 13° autonomous 
battalions of tanks, Estimated num- 
ber of tanks in service is 5,000. 

Tanks are classed for reconnais- 
sance, destruction, breaking up 
nes, while three are special mod- 
els including flame-throwers and 
gas-transmitters. 

On principle, armour-plating has 
been snerificed to speed, weight to 
mobility. Russians, like Germans, 
admit that speed is the best pro- 
tectlon of the tank in action. 

Experience with tanks in Spain 
bas, however, proved this rearon- 
ing to be unsound. 

It js certnin that the resources in 
men would permit on mobilisation 
aomuch greater number of units 
than formerly, but this number is 
strongly limited by the lack of per~ 
sonnel, and personne! cannot be im- 
provised in Russia. 

The new arm, the alr foree—the 
Russian mind has always been fas- 
cinated by novelty—has responded 
to the High Command's idea of 
“Carrying the war into cnemy coun- 
try.” That is why the Soviet nuth- 
oritics have sought to develop a 
tuste for aviation amoung young pro- 
ple by the crention of preparatory 
societies. 


3,000 Planes 


The air army has increused the 
number of Nights from 20 tn 1933 to 
50 in 1937, and possesses more than 
3,000 planes. Acrial formations in- 
clude heavy aviation, light bombers, 
ehnsers and transports. Four aeriat 
corps of two flights have been 
formed for purely aerind operations. 

Service apparatus consists of old 
models, but a plan of reconditioning 
has been in operation since 1936, 
which, owing to the industrial pow- 
er of Russiu, can be realised rapid- 
ly enough. The latest Russian alr- 
planes have been experimented with 
in Spain, and seem to have outclass- 
ed the similar German and Italian 
models opposed to them 

A word should be sald here about 
the creatlon of transport units of 
purachutists, whose appearance in 
krand manoeuvres and spectaculur 
exhibitions in camps has been free— 
ly commented on in the foreign press. 

These are intended to intervene 
,bechind the enemy lines by dropping 
‘units whose mission is to destroy 
strategic pointe like railway junc- 
tions, bridges and war factories, 
They should crente terror in arens 
. where people believe themselves 
sheltered from the struggle at the 
front, and might destroy the morale 
of the population. 


Heavy machines first drop by 
parachute an echelon of infantry,

The eM- 
ciency of there war materials de- 
pends on the commanders, 


The old military adage, “An army 
ils only worth its personnel,” {s'more 
true of medern urmiles than it ever 
was, 


What is the worth of “the ‘Soviet 
Army personnel? 

One of the chief acts of the leaders 
of the 1917 Revolution wita to rupe 
press rank in the army os well as 
external marks of respect. 
military chiefs, whatever their. em- 
ployment, were cuphemistically 
termed “Comrade Commanders." 

But circumstances rose which 
made the Government recognise that 
an army withuut firmly established 
authority and a high command 
was no army. So, by applying the 
formula “The personnel must de- 
cide everything,” ranks and titles 
were re-established by the decree of 
September 22, 1935. A rea) charter 
for officers was established, which 
created even the dignity of Marshal, 

After this deerce, oMecers were 
given a privileged position in the 
nation, with murnacrous material ad- 
vantages. “It canes) Kleber Legay 
(in his book, “A French Miner 
among the Russians") to say, “We 
are heading for a new aristocracy.” 

Most of the oMcers are trained In 
military schools, but a certain pro- 
portion are former non-commission- 
ed officers or one-titne officers of the 
reserve. They are recruited from 
workers and peasants attracted to a 
military carcer by the material and 
moral advantrges they perceive 
there. . 


Formed Hastily 


The. main body of. Russlan offi- 
cers, formed hastily and recruited 
from youths who lack general edie 
cation, is ‘of feeble value. It will

Chungshu, Yesterday, 

The Japanese drive on Changshu 
has sluckened down following u series 
of Chinese counter attucks, 

One column of the invaders, which 
Crossed the Milo River to attack 
Santslkiao, wus forced to reco yes- 
terday, while the column which ad- 
vanced along the highway from 
Chunglochich wus checked at Fuling- 
pu, 35 miles northeast of Changsha.

Totalitarianism In 
Tho Sovict 


In n lecture at the Univerity of 
London eorly this year, Sir Bernard 
Pares drew attention to the tendency 
towards out-and-out nationalism of 
the totalitarian type In Russia, when 
he polnted out that Stalin was be- 
coming more and more the “natlonal” 
leader, os Hitler was in Germany. 
In support of this interpretation of 
tho Rissla of to-day he “crited the 
recently reported imprisonment of a 
former Soviet Poet-Laureate who 
had been so improvident as to write 
in 1934 of “ that disgusting word 
Fatherland.” What was a safe enough 
line in the Russia of 1934 had ceased 
to be safe,

tt was cleur that a study of Marx 
or even Lenin would no longer serve 
to elucidate for what exactly the 
new Russia stood in the world. 


For -a time, however, Russia did 
need certain things. She needed. 
pence, und the activities of the Com- 
inunist International had to that end 
to be toned down. She necded re- 
cognition, and she needed certain 
materials, from foreign countries; so 
she sought to de-isolate herself, and 
entered upon that poriod.of her 
foreign pollcy which we associate 
with the name of Litvinov. For these 
purposes, and for the greater security 
of her western frontlers, she entered

Purges As A Lurid 
~ Interruption 


Her path scemed meanwhile to lie 
in the same direction us that of the 
Powers who aimed at collective 
security, The internal work of con- 
solidating the Stalinist system pro- 
ceeded, ond her military strength 
grew. 


The urmy and civil “purges” of 
1937-8 came as a lurid interruption, 
But so far as foreign policy went, the 
situation was unchanged, and it was 
significant that Litvinov remained in 
power when s0 many of the other 
former nssocintes of Stalin were 
liquidated, Once the effects of the 
purging process were themselves 
liquiduted, however, it was not casy 
to predict what the post-purge Rus- 
sia would mean in either internal or 
external polley. 


Stalin's ain) hud been to thwart an 
alleged plot at a military dictator- 
shin, ond associated with the policy 
of a Russo-German alliance. 


It has been conjectured that his 
concern was rather with the main- 
tenance of his own position and the 
safeguurding of the Stalinist system 
which had been set up, than with 
any particular view of forelgn policy. 


Mind of A_Dictator 
And The Army 


Professor Scton-Watson, in his 
“British ond the Dictators", says of 
this period: “What is appalling in 
the present situation is the extreme 
difficuity of knowing what Stalin's 
real mind-is, and cven whether he 
has na real philosophy and a clear 
plan‘ of ‘campaign, or {s_ first and 
foremost bent on: niolntaining him- 
self in power,” He had at Jeast been 


‘}torelbly reminded that the mind of 


uw dictator and the mind of hig army 
must bo at one. 


Staelin rarely reveals what is in his 
mind, but it Is not ‘impossible that’ 
this experienca mny have affected his 
general view os to where in foreign 
policy, Russia’s future interests might: 
lic. No obvious or immediate change, 
however, ovinced itself In the actual 
visible policy pursued. 


On the whole, that pollcy continued 
to be directed towards insuring Rus- 
sla abrond while developing the re- 
sources, ad especially the military 
strength, of. the country dolesnaly: 


On The Two Sides 


1936 sho continued with the building 
up of her Far Eastern territories into

In Europe, her interests remained 
meanwhile more or less Sdentical 
for the time with those of the de- 
mocracies with whom she was bruad- 
ly speaking associated In the Spanish 
discussions. In regard to the Spanish 
struggle,, Kermlin -and Communist, 
International seemed to'be ut one} 
and Stalin approved of the extension 
of Russian help to the side which in 
Spain was fighting against what the 
“Pravda” called the Fascist poten- 
tates. 


But the ultimate aims of the new 
Stalinisin remained obscure. Fron 
tlme to tlme, students of politics re- 
ferred to the possibility of a rap- 
prochement between Russia and Nazi 
Germany, and discussed the extent to 
which Russian interests in the West 
and elsewhere might seem fo point 
fo such a development. It was 
signiQcant thot during the last ycar 
or two the Nazi leaders, while con- 
tinuing to declaim against interno- 
tlonal communism, Jewish plots and 
the like, refrained from direct attack 
upon the Russian government. 
Though Hitler himself slipped up at 
Wihelmshaven in April Jast, the 
name of Stalin was practically never 
mentioned.

Ht is interesting in this connection 
to compare two speeches by Gocb- 
bols, one of 1035, when the Russian 
government was definitely attacked 
as such and scornful pity expressed

THE SOVIET’S

The Sovict's resources and cf- 
ficiency relutive to Germany's are in- 
comparably greater than in 1014. 
Her steel output In 1914 was a quar- 
ter of that of Germany's, to-day it is 
quite equal to it, Her industrial cen- 
tres are so far away us to be safe 
from any form of attack. Her power- 
ful submarine force can muke pre- 
carious the vilal imports to Ger- 
many of Swedish iron ore, She pos- 
sesses, moreover, virtually lmit- 
less numbers of trained reserves, to- 
gether with, supplies, particularly of 
tanks and planes, second only to Ger- 
many's, and possibly cqual to them, 
For Germany to teave merely a 
covering force on the Western front 
would be ‘to risk a supreme disaster, 

It is sometimes argued that alr 
power and the possibility of massed 
tanic attack on a scale not hereto- 
before seen or concelved of have 50 
changed the technique of warfare as 
to upset all defensive theories. The 
correctness of this theory is most 
improbable. The experience of the 
Chinese war shows that, while alr 
power can do much damage and can 
kill clvillans by the thousand, it can- 
not serlously cripple clvilian actlvl- 
ties or destroy military preparations 


behind the line to any fatal degree. 


STRENGTH OF DEFENCE 


Therefore, where Powers of uppro- 
ximutely equal strength are concern- 
ed, as they are in this cuse, alr power 
cannot conceivably, be decisive, The 
sInughter of .clvilian poputation has 
been tried in the pust, notably in the 
seventeenth century, when entire 
towns were sometimes sacked, burnt, 
and utterly destroyed. Such a prac- 
tice did not win wars then, and it will 
net win them now. Moreover, both 
sides will soon find themselves necd- 
ing most of their resources, and 
more particularly their diminfshing 
numbers of experienced pilots, for 
milltury objectives nearer the front, 

As to the prospects of mechanised 
or mobile warfare, there — is 
n fuct so simple that it fs often 
pussed over, Thut is that the defen- 
der cun move his firing power up and 
down the line, and into gaps muda 
by the attacker, just os quickly as 
the attacker; and that immense con- 
centrallon of tanks, artillery, and

What Are We Fighting For 


- Against Hitler? 


LIKE most of the young men who 

will be Aghting tn this war, [ 
remember Ittle about -the last onc. 
3} was only born the year before it 
began, and spent most ‘of the war- 
years in the sheltered seclusion of 
Peking. In fact, | have but one war- 
memory. I was being taken for a 
walk by my nurse. Along one of 
the streets of the Legation Quaricr 
came riding an officer in a resplen- 
dent envalry uniform with a red 
tuce and enormous moustaches. Up 
{ plped In n loud child's volee “Nan- 
nie, is-that-man-a-Boch?” Alas! {t 
was the Russian Military Attache. 
He was mortally offended. My father 
had to go along and apologise, and 
many explanations had to be made 
before the poor man was finally ap- 
peased. And in spite of all the fuss 
caused by my Innocent question I 
was still no clearer os te what Bochers 
were. . : 
When this war started, I was in 
Kunming, the capital of Yunnan. It 
was a curious place to be—Just about 
as remote from the main theatre of 
events In Europe os any place could 
well be. Previously I had been in 
Chungking, It had been almost im- 
possible there to follow the compli- 
cated events that Ied up to the sel- 
zure of Danzig and the invasion of 
Poland. News filtered through bv 
wireless and telephone, but the one 
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English paper in Chungking, the 
Chungking edition of the “Hankow 
Herald", was not able to glve a very. 
cohtrent account of what was hup- 
pening. One knew that momentous 
events were taking place, that peace 
was hanging by vn tenuous § threod, 
One felt, in a way, that war was in- 
evituble, for only one outcome Js pos- 
sible when o powerful country has 
devoted all its energies for seven 
years to preparing for war. And yet 
a part of one kept on hoping to the 
very end that some way out might 
be found. Couki a man who had 
fought in the last war realy: be such 
# fool and a criminal as to plunge 
his own country, and many others, 
once more Into the abyss? 


HEARING WAR 
DECLARED IN 
KUNMING 


In Kunming we were better in- 
formed than-in Chungking, and t 
dare say that we were us well in- 
formed as the people In Hong Kong. 
There are few British residents in 
Kunming, and nearly all have short- 
wave receiving sets. During the 
fateful days before the netual De- 
claratlon of War, we uscd to listen- 
in to the brondcasts from London 
and Hong’ Kong, apart frum picking 
up any brondcasts that we ‘could 
(rom Europe and Amertca. 

On the evening of Saturday, Sep- 
tember 2nd, the day before ‘the actual 
declaration, the small British com- 
munity, some twenty people, perhans 
—had one of their fortnightly guther- 
ings, and ns usual finished the even- 
ing with a Sing-song. Our host 
played the banjo, we sat round in a 
elrcle, ond each of us had to produce 
a song. Involuntarily almost people 
began to sing the old) war-songs— 
“There's a long, long trail a-winding” 
—"Good-byee’—'We don't want to 
lose you, butwe think youought to 
go"--“Pack up your troubles”— 
"Keep the home fires burning” and 
others. It svas,unbearably sad. Men 
had gone bravely and cheerfully to 
thelr deaths with those songs on 
their Jips, convinced that they were 
rmaking the world a better tind a 
safer place for their children to live 
in. And here were we, the children, 
only u quarter of a century later, go- 
ing through ft all agaln. Had’ all 
that vast sacrifice been‘in vuin? 


“NOBODY 
WANTS THIS WAR” 


There are few foreigners in Kun- 
ming in normal times. It Is a happy 
little cosmopolitan community. Even 
after war had been declared, British, 
French and Germans continued to 
mix. It was worse for the Germans. 
They could not leave Yunnan via 
Burma or Indo-China, and the Ch- 
nese Authorities had threatened not 
to Iet them cross Russia. Most of 
thelr money was In the French barls 
and had, of course, been coniiscated. 
They were condemned to stay in 
Kunming without funds and without 
jobs. I remember one young Ger- 
man throwing up his hands in exas- 
peration..and exclalming—"Nobody 
wants this war. There's no entl- 
siusm for it anywhere, certalnly not 
in Germany”, And I remember one 


of the Eurasia pilot’s wives roying 
“t wonder how Jong it will be before 
sesees” And then her volee stopped. 
I knew what she meant. Before bit- 
terness and hatred had erept Into our 
henrts so that we no longer chatted 
after lunch over our coffec on the 
hotel veranda, but averted our gaze 
when we met, and exchanged no 
more perhaps, than a stiff Gond- 
morning and Good-cvening. 


REACTIONS 
OF THE BRITONS 


It wns Interesting, and extraordin- 
arily encournging, to watch the re- 
actions of the British. Whatever we 
may have thought about Kunming in 
normal times, we all hated belng 
there at such nm moment. We all had 
the sume tremendous urge to do 
something to help, and in Kunming 
there was nothing that we could do. 
If a falry godmother had appeared 
{o any one of us, cach would have 
innde the same request—"Glve me 
an acroplane, let me get to Uong 
Kong, so thnt I can place myself be- 
fore the Miltary Authoritles”, 

There was Sandy, who had spent 
I don't know how many years in the

Hong Kong Volunteers. At last came 
the big mument (so it seemed) for 
which they had spent.so long pre- 
paring—and here he was stuck jn 
Kunming, hundreds of miles uway 
from it all. No wonder he was rest- 
less and impatient. There was Muc, 
an energetic young Scotsman repre- 
senting one of the big firms of Ran- 
goon. A few months before he hid 
come up by the Burma roud, He, 
poor man, felt even more cut off. I 
was able to leave Kunming after a 
week, “You lucky dog” was the unl- 
versal and envious comment, 


KEEDING ON 
THE JOB 


An elderly Engiishmun said to me, 
“Look here, You'll probubly be see- 
ing the Military in Hong Kong. 1 
was through the last war and I'm teo 
old to carry a gun in this one. You 
might tell them that if there is any 
sort of work that I can do, elther 
down there, or in the interlor of 
China, I shall be only too glad 1o do 
It". Down tn Halphong a friend 
sald to me “I say, old tnan, you inight 
tell them in Hong Kong that there is 
on Englishman here who speuks 
well-nigh perfect French. They 
might want an Interpreter or a Nal- 
ton officer down here. But between 
you and me” he went on, “what I 
want to do Is to get out of this stlnk- 
ing hole and get home and join up”. 

As the Ambassador said in his 
brondeast a short time ago, the best 
way In which British nationals in the 


Far East can serve the Empire for 
the present Is by carrylng on with 
thelr normal peace-time Jobs, and by 
keeping the economle machine func- 
toning. It is cheering, however, to 
know thnt the outbreak in Europe 
produced this great spontaneous res- 
ponse amongst the Britlsh out here, 
and that the men are ready ond 
waiting until such time as they shull 
be needed. We should think of 
those in remote places like Kunming 
with a certain amount of sympathy. 
It Is diMcult for them to realise that 
by stlelking to their ordinary jobs 
they are best serving the Allicd 
cause, : 


SMASHING U 
AMBITIONS . 


What were my own reactions? 
There was a feeling of annoyance 
becouse I should not now be able to 
complete certain carefully cherished 
plans that I had for the future. There 
wos no point now, for exnmple, .in 
my leaving at the end of the week 
for a trip to that delightful spot in 
western Yunnan, Tall-fu, an expedl- 
tion lung looked forward to. 1 
thought of all the little plans, the 
little hopes, the little ambitions, that 
the war was smashing up all over 
the world. x 

There was a feeling of. infinite 
sudness at the thought of the friends 
whom I mJght never see again, the 
pcquaintanceships, the friendships, 
the loves, which might never now 
find thelr fruition, The old song 
“Good-byee” came back to me. I 
thought of all ‘the Icave-takings, 
many of them final: young men of 
my own age who hnd fallen in love 
or become engaged, married men ond 
women who had fumllies, friends 
who were devoted to one another, 
And yet, decp down In me, there was 
# convictlon that the things agalnst 
which we were fighting—the exalta- 
tion of military raight and national 
Hlory, the subjngutlon not only of 
Poland, but olso ot Europe, to the 
WIL of one mnn--were worth fight- 
ing agalnst: and that the things we 
were fighting for—~certain decencies, 
certain English ways of life, certain 
rights and freedoms—were worth 
fighting for, Hitlerlsm, and all that 
it implied, les, oppression, persecu- 


* tlon and brutality, must be stamped 


out of Europe. 


ENTERING WITH 
EYES OPEN 


We were entering a war with our 
eyes wide open. We were under no 
JUusions that it would be over tn 
three months, and we were not buoy- 
ed up by any airy idealism that it 
was to. be a war to end war, or to 
make the world safe for democracy. 
We did noteven hate the people we 
were fightlng against, surely a grave 
handicap In war, only thelr govern- 
ment, the unbalanced tyrant at its 
head, and his policy of domination 
and ‘conquest. In a word, we were 
fighting for. principles rather than 
for ideals, and we were sustained by 
convictions rather than. by passtons. 

Mr. Chamberlain's broadcast 
speech on September 3rd wos deeply 
moving in its brevity and simplicity, 
and In the underlying strength of 
fecling, such a contrast to the rant- 
ings and roarings of the Dictntors, 
and s0 much more effective. Here 
is o man, one felt, who really has 
striven his utmost for peace—no onc 
can deny him that—and now he secs 
all his efforts und hopes crumbling 
In the dust. I want to quote from 
an cariler speech made last year by 
Mr, Chamberlain in which he suld— 
“IT am myself a man of peace to the 
depths of my soul. Armed confilct 
between natlons Is a nightmare to 
me, but If 1 were convinced that any 
nation had mnde up ifs mind to dom- 
inate the world by fear of its force, 
I should feel that {1 might be resist- 
ed. Under such a domination”, con+ 
cluded Mr. Chamberlain, “the Ife’ of 
people ‘who believe In Uberty would 
not be worth living.” . 


RETROGRESSION 
IN CIVILISATION 


The last few years have seen a re- 
trogression in clvillsatlon, Country 
ufter country has fallen under the 
fron hand of despots, cliques or 
castes. ‘Never. has the Hfe of the in- 
dividual seemed more cabined, crib- 
bed, confined. For without certaln 
opporiunitics for individual expres- 
sion there can be no art and no cul- 
ture.

They are the 
air-we breathe, To ‘forgo them 
would be to change the clement in 
which one has one's being, Mke cagles 
or swallows or seagulls with cHpped 
wings forced to hop Iamely about on 
a pebbly and smelly bench, when 
they are accustomed to the infinitude 
of the skies. And we are fighting 
for these liberties, let there be no 
mistake about it, We cannot afford 
to lose this wor. If Germany wins, 
If she reallses her dreams of conquest 
(these are eventuniitles which we 
should all consider) then all those 
things that we hold most precious 
will go. We tnke these things so 
much for granted that we do not 
realise how precious they arc, We 
should ast ourselves—"How- should 
Y have enjoyed Iving under the re~ 
glme which the German people have 
been Ilving under during the ITust 
Reven years?” 

We ore Aghting o war against nee 
gresston. But in the long run we 
ore fighting for something more. We 
are fighting for our own natlonnt 
existence, and especially for certain 
ways of ile, and means of govern- 
ment, which grew up: in) England 
during the centuries, and which 
England, to a large extent, gave to 
the world. We must show that these 
Ideas which we cherish, und which 


* we belleve to be right and good, have 


the strength and the vitality to sur~ 
vive.
